In the every day life ot the teacher,

there are many things to try the patience
and the ability, and to employ all the tatft
that may be possessed by the one whose
July it la to do the right thing at the
mgth time, every titoe. The day begins
with everything pleasant and aerenc; ao
such ao that It would seem almoet an Impotabilityto disturb it; when all at once
socethlng occur* that puts everything
out of utiape. Some pupil, feeling in not
the best of moods, first neglects to do the
proper thing at the proper time, and
when urged to do ao refuses, and then
comes the time that tries the teacher.
The discipline of the school requires that
all requests made by the teacher be
promptly obeyed, but the pupil lias a
will not to do only as he wishes to do,
and hence the trouble. Such Instances
rarely occur in the Wheeling schools, and
wli«in th»v iln nmir In nlno mmm mit Of
ten, the fault can be traced to defective
home training. Hie fact is that Young
America to-day, runs the homes In many
Instance*, and he also tries to run the
schools, and where authority step* In to
restrain him, he does not submit without
a Struggle for the mastery. This is not
written in a complaining spirit, but the
Pedagogue has as yet failed to find one
Instance where there was trouble, when
the parent heartily co-operated with the
teacher In fhe preservation of order; The
children of such parents cause the
teacher no trouble.

board surely did a wise thing in recommendingFrank W. Bowers to fill the unexpiredterm. Mr. Bowers did not seek
the po«ftion, but he will bring to it all the

The funeral of Vrs. A>nnl« Slncic!:
Cunningham, wife of Rev. D, A. Cunningham,D. D.t pastor of the First
Presbyterian church, took place yesterdayafternoon from the church, within'

her years as a devoted laborer In the
Master'0 vineyard. The church was unIable to accommodate the throng of tor*
rowing friends that gathered to pay
their last tributes of respect to. a woman,universally loved and esteemed.
Long before the services began, every
pew was filled, and had the'churCh been
double Its slxe, Us Heating capacity
would have been Inadequate, for hundredswere unable to obtain admittance.
It was nearly 2 o'clock when the funeralparty arrived at the church from

the residence of Dr. Cunningham. The
casket wan borne up the main aisle to
the altar by the pall-bearers, followed
by several persons beating floral tribj
utes. The casket was deposited on a
sombre base, at the foot of tho altar,
which had a back ground of palms, relievedby floral tributes. Among the
floral tributes were: A cross from tha
lady board of mauagers of theHome for
Aged and Friendless Women; loose
flowers from the ladles of the First
Presbyterian church; lilies from thd
King's Daughters, and white carnationsfrom the Junior King's Daughters
of the church, and palms from the Woan'sand Foreign Missionary societies.
The services were simple and Impressiveand conducted by the Rev. LaffertyOreer, the venerable pastor of the

Stone church. Elm Grove. Seated near
him were Rev. It. R Swope, pastor of
St. Matthew's P. E. church; Rev. Jacob
Brlttlngham, of St Luke's P. E.
church; Rev. Dr. J. L. Sooy, of Fourth
Street M. E. church: Rev. W. H. Hayden,of the First Christian church; Rev.
J. H. Llttell, of the United Presbyterian
church; Rev. Joseph Speer, of the SecondPresbyterian church, and Rev Dr.
Lester, of the Presbyterian church at
West Alexander.
During the services the musical selectionsrendered were very appropriate,

and said that they bowed to Him in
complete resignation. Rev. Dr. Sooy
announced and read the hymn, "My
Jesus as Thou Wilt," which was sung
very feelingly, after which Rev. Dr.
Lester spoke.
Dr. Lester was an intimate acquaint*

ance of the deceased, and was forced to

give way to his emotion several times
In the progress of his discourse. In referringto the loss they all felt keenly,
the congregation was in sympathy and
there were many moistened eyes. He
»«'«' a n-orthv eulonv. He
spoke of her unselfish character, alwaysseeking to do good for others,
without the least ostentation. By her
untiring zeal In the betterment of other
people's conditions she had, left in the
Home for Aged and Friendless Women
a monument that would stand in gratefulremembrance of a thoroughly Christianwoman. Her work was also seen

in the Wdmun's Missionary board,which
she founded, and many similar organisations.
